A MOVEMENT is on the tapis to bring 
the qaeatipn of oompensatin^ odlcial 
real estate owners at Now We«tmin« 
ater before the A-dmlnistrator of Gov- 
erDment aad the Ezeoative Coanoil and 
presB it t6 asottlement before the arri- 
val iQ the Ojlony of Governor Mus- 
grave. We wish to protest, upon pub" 
Ho grounds, in the fitrODgest terms, 
Bgainat any such step, TTadoubtodly 
the decline in valuo of reul eslato 
at New Westminster bore heavily npon 
that community; but what has the 
Colony at largo to do with that? 
Have the investors in Victoria property 
npon tho presumed pledge that the 
port would always remain free, any 
claim upon the Govornmoat forcompeu- 
sation because a tariff was substi-. 
tuted and their property has docroasod 
in value ? The man wlio would put 
in such a claim would bo laughed at 
for his pains. How much more ridioa-. 
lou8 does it appear, then, to find a 
number of ftflEloera of tho Govorumont, 
whose real estate speculations at tho 
late Capital have proved unprofitable, 
coming forward and aakin? to bo com- 
pensated for their lOBflos! The claims 
of the private lotoowner at New West 
minster, or that of the real estate holder 
at Victoria, are a thousand times more 
entitled to attention than those of the 
public ofSoer, ooaa se in the case of 
the private individual, bneinesB and 
property wora swept away by the 
change ; but the official, although hu 
lost his property, retained his situation, 
and with this important advantage over 
his less fortunate fellow«oitizon we aro 
amazed to find him hat-in-hand knock- 
ing at the door ol the Council Chaoiber 
lor '<oompen3ation.'' Tho principle of 
compensation is an iniquitous ono. It 
should never have been recognized by 
the popular members of the Legisla- 
tive Council; and wo hopo that M.r. 
Hankiu — notwithstanding two- thirds 
of his Executive aro gentlemen who 
"trasted not wisely bu'- too well" in 
the permanent location of the Capital 
at New ■Westminster— if he do not, 
by bia vote and inflaence, stifle the 
oompensatioa monster at its birth — 
will at least insist npon it being de- 
erred until after thearrlval of Goveroor 
Masgrave. Mr, Hankin oocupies the 
position that Shakespeare refers to when 
he says : — 

"There ii > tide io the sffaira of man, that 
taken at its flood, leads od to for tana." 
It is for the Administrator to decide, 
in this very crisis, whether he will take 
the tide at its flood and float on to an 
honorable and respected career ; or 
whether, by throwing himself into the 
breach between the ofifioials on tho oue 
eido and right, juslioe and honor on the 



Canal and Bteamer, on tbe'^old iOQiOi Is 
soraowhat less than by rnil'"and Steamer 
on the uew American ono. Japan sfono 
is brought nearer to Europe. Tto Pa- 
cific roads, with 3.GoO miles of travel, 
can never deliver with proCt auy Oali» 
foruia or Orieutal freights on this coast 
except such as aro very light and costly 
buch as silks or light manufactures. 
And ovon with tieso they must com-, 
poto with the water freight8| of the 
Puciric Mail i^hich will only bo a fort- 
night louu-ii- in time, Land trauspor- 
tation o»n soldom compote succesafully 
with water. Undoubtedly, Oriental 
tro<7el will take this route, at least for 
balf its journey ; but Oriental trade with 
this coast and Europe will bo moru 
likely to take tho Isthmus or the old 
routes. The Pacific Road will feed aod 
clothe the interior of tho Contineat ; it 
will pour an iucreasiug stream of plea- 
sure seekers, business travellers, and 
emigrants from one coast to the othor ; 
it will build up Colorado, Montana, and 
Nevada, and supply California with cheap 
labour ; but as a link between the far 
Orient aud the Atlantic Coast or Europe 
tvo are persuaded its importance has been 
much exaggerated. 

Expedition up the Nile. 

The New Yotk .loui nal of Cnmmtru has tbo 
lollowitis; exposition of tlie purposa* of ihe 
fortliijoiniug expoili'ion up the Nile undei 
tbe patronage ot t'la Viceroy ot Egypt : 

The Baker expedition up the Nilo i» an- 
nounced to start about tho first o( July, at 
whloh dale tho aunuul rise of the river uom- 
menoea. 'Ibis will be the bent appoiuled, 
and probably, in its eHects. tbe meet benefit 
oial eDterpriso ever uodertaked for tbe divili- 
zatioD of siivage men. About 1,300 infantry 
and 200 cavalry, Arabg and Nubians— good 
Boldjera, and seasoned in ibo Africao olimato 
—will oompoBB the expeditionary force, all 
undar tbe absolute commaod ol Sir Samuel 
Baiter, ono ol the moal intrepiiJ and euccets- 
ful Af'ioan explorers, a man whose coolness, 
skill and judgment bavB been tried aod proved 
in tbe furuaoe of adventure. Iron steamers, 
which can bo taken apart and transported ou 
the backs of camels, fourteen mouutain bow- 
iizers, ammunition and supplies uulimiled, 
have bean furnished out ol Ihe overflowins 
excbe(iuer of the Viceroy of Egypt. The 
motivB of that enligbtenod princo in Reodiojj 
out this costly expedition is ons that bears 
the closest scrutiny, and ohollengea tbe ad- 
miration o( the Otiris'ian world Though a 
true and coiiiiiBiont MuJselinao, bis object ii 
nofc— like the Prophet's— to propagate bia 
faitb. There is no preluooo of any prosely- 
ting purpose in the pobeme — though, had the 
Viceroy declared that to he bi^ motive tho 
expedition would ffcill have receded boQor 
upon him. Morally speaking, ho has as 
much right to push forward Mobammedaiir 
ism by tbe sword as Christian nations hava 
have to advance their sysioms of religion by 
the same meaoa ; and it certainly would be 
better to bring the savages of equatorial Af- 
ric i under tbe away ol the cteaoant than to 
let tbem oootinoo in ihair preuot bondage to 
the most degrading forms of beatheolstn, 
Tbe (ormer bad as it la io Christian eyes, is 
in6nitely p'referabio to the latter. Tbero can 
be but liitle doubt, that in omitting the ele- 
ment of a religious crusadB from tbia evpodi- 
tion, tbe Viceroy has designedly deferred lo 
the sontiments of that civilized purl of the 
world which is Chriblianized : and in doing bo 
he has shown hu.v the Christian spirit may 
truly dwell in the heart of a follower of Ibo 
Prophet. 

- - " — . , u J I >i I Next to religion as a motive— or we might 
other, he will quietly submit durlDg tbe as,ooiated with it— Ita handmaid ii is 

sometimes called in auoh enterprizsa— is tho 

extension of commerce. To open np tho 
(iold ot trade in products which ihs world 
wants, and so promote tbo comlori and hap- 
piness ofmiuikind in geuoral, is ilaalf an ob- 
jeotraosl hi{;hly to bo cnmmendsd ; and i( 
that alone were the design of the Viceroy, the 
Nile expedition, it bamaoely and wisely con- 
ducted, would receive the hearty approval 
ol every oiviiized nation under Ibo sun. Of 
coiirt-a the Viceroy expects lo reap Homo eub- 
slariiiil advaiitugo-i in reliirn for hia heavy 
outlay of money. He inoivu) loestab.i*!) tra- 
ding poHts in the luid of gold, ivory, giim 
arable, beeswax, and camphor j and he hus 
an eye to ooUon growing at any pointi that 
may bo favorable for it. Ha woald not vin- 
dicate tbe businoBB Rapacity he displayed as 
a builder ol railroads and lelegraplis, and pro- 
moter of the Suez oanol if he did not also 
look to tho enricnmeni of his treasury (roiri 
the Nile oxpadirion. liul beyond aod abovo 
thie, the true objective point ai which be 
aims 18 tha breaking up of Ibe plaTB trade 
ivhic^h bus its home in the and its most hid- 
oouH devalopraaat in tho couotry which his 
troopd will penairate and make their own. 
11 bo can break up that horrible trade, io euoii 
portions of Central Africa aa bo can roaob 
with his troops, he will receive lha gratitude 
ol Chriateodomi.

Certain of them preseut to their 
assured the solid guarantee ol a large paid- 
up share capital, among whom the Roynl, 
Comonorciol Union, and the Queen are con- 
spicuous for solidity in this importaat par- 
ticular; while the larger aamberare oonteot- 
ed to eeek the' support of the public with 
resources greatly disproportioned lo the lia- 
biliiies they are prepared to incur.

£2,600,000, of wbioh jE2.500,000 are sob-
